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CHALLENGER ANNOUNCES 
BLACKOUT REGULATIONS 

The following instructions ^rc^ +hc State Counril of De- 
fense regarding *he dusk to dawn "test blackout" on June 23 
were announ'-ed this week by Frank Challenger, Narberth De- 
fense Council chairman: 

The blackout shall consist of two parts — a partial blar.kout 
from dusk to dawn: complete blackout for a period of 30 min- 
utes pre'edcd bv the usual air raid alarm and terminated by 
the a'l clear signal. 

During *he partial blarkout. all vehicular and pedestrian 
traffic shall be permitted to move without any deviation being 
required from normal practices of highway illumination and 
other lights required by law on motor vehicles. Attention^ is 
called to the fact that this is a temporary rule for this pracficft 
blackout and will be revised for later guida'nce when the ap- 
proved blackout lighting equipment is available for distribution. 

During the half-hour blackout from the time the air raid 
signal is given continuously until the all clear signal is given 
thereafter, only Emergency Vehicles shall be permitted to move. 
These shall include military vehicles, vehicles of authorized Fed- 
eral, State, and Municipal government officials, vehicles used by 
Police and Fire Departments, vehicles used by the United States 
Citizens Defense Corps, and such other vehicles as may have 
specific authorization of the State, County, and Local Councils 
of Defense. 

Since the approved blackout lighting equipment is not avail- 
able at this time, the following shall be considered satisfactory: 

All vehicles not already visibly marked as such to be plainly 
marked on the front and back with the letter "E" painted in 
white of a height not less than 12 inches. 

All lights shall be dimmed or hooded to a degree which 
will render all light invisible from a distance of 5,000 feet over- 
head. Use of parking lights or dimmed headlights will satisfy 
the requirements for this practice blackout. 

Operators of all other vehicular traffic shall, during the 
half-hour complete blackout, immediately withdraw to the side 
of the road or street and park in such a manner as not to inter- 
fere with movement of traffic and extinguish all lights; this to 
include buses operating as common carriers and bicyclists; ped- 
estrians excepting those having specific duties to perform with 
reference to administration of the blackout shall remain indoors.

War Damage Corporation was 
created by Congress for the protec- 
tion of the property of residents 
oi the United States and replaces, 
after July 1. the free Government 
protection which has been in effect 
since December. 

Unique features of the insurance 
are the necessity for filing appUra- 
tions, the fact that the insurance 
does not become effective until three 
days after the application, properly 
completed and accompanied by the 
premium in cash, postal money 
order or check, has been received 
by the fiduciary agent, the fact 
that the policies will be Issued for 
a period of one year only and that 
they cannot be cancelled for any 
reason except change cf ownership. 
Also, the policies will not be issued 
In the name of any individual in- 
surance company but by the War 
Damage Corporation exciuSvely. A 
minimum of $3 p?r policy has been 
set.

To conserve gasoline and in- 
crease the flow of traffic Lower

These Ughts. which have not 
been designated, will be operated 
hy "flashing red" and "flashing 
caution" outride of peak hours.

"A signal when illuminated by 
i.ipid intermittent red flashes, shall 
require the operators of motor ve- 
hicles to observe the same regula- 
tions as for "Thru Traffic Stop" 
rigns." cWhlch simply means. Stop. 
Look Both Ways, and if safe to do 
S3, enter the intersection.)
